dent directories, and paying a quar- 
ter admission to cach basketball 
game. A student activities tax would 
climinate much duplication of effort 
in addition to better financing these 
activitics at a lower cost per student. 

Under present conditions the stu- 
dent who ig at all interested in extra- 
curricular activities pays several 
times the two dollar fee we suggest. 
A one dollar incidental fee is levied 
as the student registers; football 
ticketa cost $1.25; the student direc- 
tory a dime, basketbali . tickets 
twenty-five cents per game, and there 
is evory possibility that a subscrip- 
tion “drive” for the Omahan will be- 
gin soon. ‘ 

All these activities could well be 
covered by the two dollar incidental 
fee we suggest. Some have declared 
this figure to be a bit low but we aro 
inclined to believe it is sufficient to 
cover all costs and allow for a small 
reserve. It could well be distibuted 
in the following manner: ' 

One dollar to the athletic depart- 
ment, fifty cents to The. Gateway, 
thirty-five cents to the Omahan,.a 
nickel for the student directory. The 
‘remainder could be set aside for ‘an 
‘emergency. ‘As. the enrollment. -in- 
‘ereases the amount allotted each ac- 
livity could be scaled. down. Espee- 
jally is this true of The Gateway and|: 
‘the Omahan. 

Raising the present’ incidental. feo}: 
‘to two: dollars would work no ‘hard- 
ship | on students. In fact, it would 
more evenly distribute the burden 
and thus make the coat: per student 
less. .
